N the brightest period of Mayor Dickmann’s

The city merit system bill, bot- 
tled up in the Legislation Commit- 
tee for eight weeks, was passed 
unanimously by the Board of Al- 
dermen today with three amend- 
ments. Twenty-five members oef 
the board were present. 

The first amendment changes the 
date of the special election for a 
vote on amendment of the city 
charter to provide for the merit 
system from April 1 to Sept. 16, 

Under the second amendment, 
it is provided that city employes 


must live in St. Louis a year be- 
fore their appointment and forfeit 
their jobs if they move outside the 
city. Exempted from those re- 
quirements were day laborers and 
persons holding positions which re- 
quire scientific, professional or 
educational qualifications, as deter- 
mined by the civil service commis- 
sion. 

The third amendment would per- 
mit the board to retain the ap- 
pointing power for its own em- 
ployes, thus exempting them from 
the merit system. They art: Two 
clerks, a stenographer, a stenogra- 
pher-clerk, sergeant-at-arms and a 
custodian. |

election Sept. 16 will cost $60,000. 
The enabling act must be approved 
by three-fifths of those voting. 
Thirty-five persons were in the 
gallery when the Aldermen finally 
acted on the measure. Among 
them’ were representatives and offi- 
cers of the League of Women Vot- 
ers, which had protested against the 
delay, and the Federation for the 
Merit System. 

The Legislation Committee voted 
the bill out this morning, also by 
Chairman Ber- 
nard J. Fitzsimmons and Harry L. 
Israel and Joseph B. Schweppe, 
members, had opposed the bill on 
the ground that its passage would 
prohibit the 7500 city employes from 
taking part in political campaigns 
and would weaken or destroy the 
city-wide political organization. 

Mayor’s Plea. 

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
made one of his rare appearances 
at a session of the Board of Alder- 
men to urge that the bill be passed. 
Although he had said last week 
that he resented the action of the 
Legislation Committee in retaining 
the bill, he told the aldermen today 
he thought the committee and the 
board had the right to consider the 
measure as long as they had done. 
He spoke of the merit system bill 
as being in a class with controver- 
sia] measures which “subject the 
Board of Aldermen and public offi- 
cials to high pressure.” 

Referring to the September date 
set for the merit system election, 
he said this was far enough away 
to give every voter a chance to 
consider how he wished to vote on 
the matter.

LONDON, March 21 (AP).—At- 
tacking only a few hours after 
King George and Queen Elizabeth 
had visited the city, the German 
air force rained high explosive and 
fire bombs on the southwestern 
port of Plymouth last night.

Dickmann’s Early Moves. 


Proposals to bring natural gas to St. Louis for 
household heating purposes were being. discussed 
when Mayor Dickmann, in February, 1935, appoint- 
ed a citizens’ committee, headed by Erastus Wells, 
to make a new endeavor to solve the problem.

— In compli- 
ance with the French-German arm- 
istice convention, Dr. Rudolf Hil- 
ferding, Finance Minister in the 
pre-Hitler cabinet of Chancellor 
Heinrich Bruening, and Dr. Rudolf 
Breitscheid, former head of the 
German Social Democratic party, 
have been handed over to the Ger- 
mans by the French authorities, 
according to reliable information 
received by this correspondent, 

These two politicians of Repub- 
lican Germany had been detained 
in the Gurs concentration camp, 
in Southern France, until their re- 
cent “liberation.” 

Fritz Thyssen, former German in- 
dustrialist and Ruhr steel man, who 


was among the first to help bring 
Adolf Hitler to power, later broke 
with him and fled to Switzerland 
in 1939, was also delivered to the 
Germans Feb. 8 and is now im- 
prisoned in Dachau Fortress, ac- 
cording to reports reaching here. 

Thyssen had been more favored 
by the French. When he came to 
Paris in April, 1939, he stayed at 
the Ritz and later was permitted 
to take up residence in the luxuri- 
ous Cannes Palace. 

Also, in compliance with the in- 
sistent demands of the Germans 
that certain foreigners held in 
French concentration camps be 
sent to work in Germany, 140 Rus- 
sians, interned in the Vernet camp 
in the Pyrenees, and 1000 penniless 
Yugoslavs from various camps in 
France, have been turned over to 
Germany. 

The Russians, who had been held 
in French jails since the fall of 
1937, were accused of taking part 
in the kidnaping of the White Rus- 
sian General, Eugene Miller, who 
disappeared Sept. 22, 1937, never 
to be found again.

Police Say Officer, Pretty 
“Shaky, Carried Handker- 
chief for Dead Man’s 
Breast. 


NAIROBI,. Kenya Colony, March 
21 (AP).—Police testified today 
that Major Sir Henry John Delves 
Broughton, charged with murdering 
the Earl of Erroll, appeared at the 
police station a few hours after 
the death, with a handkerchief 
from Lady Broughton, and request- 
ed, on her behalf, that it be placed 
on the dead man’s breast, 

The testimony came in a continu- 
ation of a preliminary hearing on 
a charge that Broughton shot the 
peer in a fit of jealousy Jan. 24. 

A police inspector said the Major 
was extremely shaky and his hands 
were quivering. 

His testimony included a state- 
ment from the Major that he re- 
turned home at 1:15 2. m. on the 
morning of Jan. 24 and that Lady 
Broughton and Lord Erroll arrived 
15 minutes later. 

“Erroll stayed 10 minutes, but 
I did not see him as I had retired 
to my bedroom,” Brougton was 
quoted, 

This was the third day of the 
hearing into the charges that the 
Major in a fit of jealousy, killed 
Lord Erroll, his friend for 20 
years, 

“ The peer was found dead in his 
automobile near the town of Nan- 
yuki, almost exactly on the Equator 
and at the foot of the towering 
17,004-foot Mount Kenya. 

A police inspector said two bul- 
lets had been fired at him, that 
he apparently had ducked the first 
and been struck in the head by the 
second, Four bullets were found 
near the scene, the inspector said, 
but ballistics experts have not iden- 
tified them.

TNT LAND OWNERS's 


Up to Each to Decide 
Whether to Accept Lower 


Figure or Fight Condem- 


nation, He Says. 


R. Newton McDowell, Kansas City 


eontractor who acted as the War 
Department’s agent in cbtaining op- 
tions on 16,300 acres for the TNT 
plant at Weldon Spring and re 
fused to accept any reduction in 
his 5 per cent commission, today 
wrote the owners of 146 parcels of 
land suggesting that they accept a 
lower price. 

The Government accepted options 
on the land, but later said the 146 
tracts would be taken by condem- 
nation because the option prices 
were too high. Owners of 121 oth- 
er parcels of land in the site have 
been paid the option prices. 

In his letter, McDowell inclosed 
a telegram from Undersecretary 
of War Robert M. Patterson asking 
him to co-operate in negotiating 
lower prices for land on which op- 
tions had not been exercised. Mc- 
Dowell reminded land owners that 
condemnation proceedings would 
be instituted shortly. 

“Condemnation proceedings will 
impose on you the burden and ex- 
pense of lawyers’ fees, expert wit- 
ness fees, and possible appeal by 
the Government,” his letter said. 
“All this is utterly unjust and a 
matter for which neither you nor 
I are responsible. 

“I am not urging you to do any- 
thing. You know the state of your 
own affairs. It may be better for 
you to take a realistic view of this 
thing and determine in your own 
mind whether you can afford to 
carry on this legal fight, or wheth-} 
er it would be advisable for you) 
to offer the Government a reduc- 
tion of 10 or 20 per cent, provided 
you are paid within 10 days. 

“This is not a trading affair. You 
will have to determine your per- 
centage and stand on it.” 

Those who were willing to ac- 
cept reductions were urged to tele- 
gtaph McDowell’s St. Charles of- 
fice, authorizing him to notify the 
War Department of the suggested 
price. 

The amount of McDowell’s fee 
would be decreased with any re- 
duction in the purchase price of the 
land. Options entered into by Mc- 
Dowell totaled about $3,000,000. 


GRAND COULEE DAM TO BE PUT 
INTO OPERATION TOMORROW 


GRAND COULEE, Wash., March 
21 (AP)—Grand Coulee dam — 
seven years under construction and 
the biggest thing ever made by 
man—will go to work tomorrow. 

Switches will be thrown between 
1 and 1:30 p. m. to ‘start water 
wheels of two 10,000-kilowatt tur- 
bines churniing the energy of fall- 
ing water into the first electric 
power from this project. 

As the first Grand Coulee elec- 
tricity energizes the 235-mile trans- 
mission line to Bonneville, there 
will come into being one of the 
largest integrated power systems in 
the West. 

From the Bonneville project, on 
the lower Columbia River, this 
Grand Coulee energy (a reduced 
load of 150,000 volts) will be 
ewitched over the 40-mile line to 
the Federal Power Administration’s 
substation in Vancouver, Wash.

gening the harmful effects of smoke, rather 
than its visible volume. It was designed to 
reduce the sulphur content and the highly irri- 
tating fly ash. MTlinois coal mine operators 
called on the Mayor, protesting against the 
washing requirement, which their mines were 


not equipped to meet. 

The Board of Aldermen passed the washing 
measure in February, 1987, causing threats of 
a trade boycott in the Illinois mining towns. 
This retaliatory movement died down. In 
August, 1937, the Mayor appointed Tucker to 
the $6000-a-year office of Smoke Commissioner. 


Tucker, after a preliminary publicity campaign, 
began enforcement of the coal-washing rule in 
January, 1938. Under other provisions of the 
ordinance, he warned apartments and hotels 
that, unless they eliminated their smoke in 
the 1938 heating season, their boilers would be 


gealed and their tenants left without heat. 
These measures seemed to be without effect, 


when in November, 1939, a succession of dis- 
tressing days culminated in “Black Tuesday,” 
Nov. 28. Choking gray atmosphere enveloped 
the city, and street lights, automobile and 
street car headlights, were burning through 


the morning. 

Two days earlier, Sunday, Nov. 26, 1939, the 
Post-Dispatch printed its editorial article, “An 
Approach to the Smoke Problem.” This edi- 
torial, the Mayor has since said, gave the ad- 
ministration “the opportunity we were looking 
for,” in rallying public sentiment for thorough 
measures. James I. Ford Jr., banker, who 
became chairman of the Smoke Elimination 


Committee, has said that the editorial was 
“the opening gun,” and was “largely respon- 
gible for the appointment of our committee. 
The editorial was based on Smoke Commis- 
sioner Tucker's statement that the smoke prob- 
lem would not be solved until a satisfactory 
smokeless fuel should be provided for the 
large mass of domestic users, at a fair price. 
It urged that the city government proceed 
at once, with community co-operation, toward 
smoke elimination. It quoted editorial utter- 
ances of the St. Louis Star-Times and the 
Globe-Democrat as to the urgent character of 
the situation, and made a demand for a de- 
cisive “attack upon the evil which ig ruining 


our city.” 
Smoke Elimination Committee. 


Mayor Dickmann called his cabinet together 
the day after the editorial appeared. A citi- 
gens’ conference, including persons suggested 
in the editorial as valuable for this service, 
was held Dec. 5. The fina] selection of a 
geven-member committee was announced Dec. 
12. Its name, instead of former “abatement” 
titles, was the Smoke Elimination Committee. 
Its members were: 

Ford, chairman; Commissioner Tucker; 
Chase Ulman, real estate dealer and builder; 
Kelton E. White, retired broker; Dr. Alphonse 
McMahon, president of the St. Louis Medical 
Society; Gaston DuBois, chemical engineer; 
and John B. Sullivan, secretary to the Mayor, 
committee secretary. 

The committee made an intensive study of 
the question for nearly three months, and held 
frequent hearings. The members listened pa- 
tiently to advocates of the piecemeal methods 
which had been proved ineffective, such as 
educational campaigns for household furnace- 
firers. They considered the effect of various 
proposals on the fuel business, as set forth by 
apprehensive dealers, and on the city’s trade 
with the Illinois coal belt. 

After hearing all points of view, the com- 
mittee decided that, as set forth in the 
Post-Dispatch editorial, the solution must lie 
in providing smokeless fuel for general do- 
mestic use; that use of Illinois high volatile 
coal should be permitted only when automatic 
stokers make possible its use without smoke; 
and that sale and consumption of such coal 
in furnaces not provided with stokers must 
be forbidden under penalty. 


Ordinance Put Through. 


An ordinance to this effect was drafted, and 
was introduced into the Board of Aldermen 
March 19, 1940. The Dickmann administration 
backed the measure, and it was passed Apri! 
5. However, an amendment suggested by the 
Terminal Railroad Association, and relaxing 
the requirement as to railroads, was included 
im the bill as passed. The railroads, under 
the amendment terms, might continue to burn 
Illinois coal in steam locomotives, and thus 
continue making smoke, if they used methods 
te “reduce” the smoke. 

The Mayor, with the co-operation of Board 
President William L. Mason, sent telegrams 
the next morning to all the Aldermen, sum- 
mmoning them to a conference at which he 
demanded that the Board reconsider the bill, 
kill the amendment and repass the measure. 
Otherwise, he said, he would refuse to sign 


the bill. Chairman Ford indorsed the Mayor's 


stand, and it proved effective, the Aldermen 
re-enacting the measure without the discrim- 
inatory clause favoring the railroads. 

As enforced under Commissioner Tucker’s 
able direction, since the beginning of the 
autumn heating season last October, the ordi- 
mance has done away almost entirely with 
the smoke palis of the past. St. Louis has re- 
ceived favorable notice in national periodicals, 
which have cited its success as an example 
to other cities; and several cities, including 
Pittsburgh, have sent officials and commis- 
sions here to study the St. Louis smoke elim- 
ination plan and the enforcement methods 


An Illinois boycott on St. Louis merchandise 
was proposed by several towns in the coal belt. 
When the Mayor stood pat and the city ad- 
ministration refused to relax its enforcement 
program, officials of the towns announced a 
boycott; but the people of the communities 
paid little attention to it, and no permanent 
impairment of the city’s trade resulted. The 
Mayor hag continued to seek co-operation of 
the coal region, and of the State of Illinois, in 
plans for processing the mine product into

ELIMINATION 


PURE MILK 


HE standard milk control ordinance of 

the United States Public Health Service 

was passed by the Board of Aldermen Dec. 
11, 1936, after a fight lasting more than four 
months. Mayor Dickmann, then in his first 
term, showed interest in the measure through- 
out the discussion, but did not make a positive 
statement of his own position until Dec. 3, 
eight days before its passage. He then stated 
that he expected the bill to be passed, and 
would sign it, which he did Dec. 15. 


The previously existing milk ordinance had 
proved inadequate, in the view of the St. Louis 
Medical Society, the Consumers’ Council and 
Health Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck. Dr. 
Bredeck, an appointee of the Mayor through 
the Director of Public Welfare, said that the 
milk supply was definitely not so safe as it 
could be made, and not of the quality that it 
should be from a public health standpoint. 
The old ordinance also lacked provision for in- 
spection funds, and a fund provided, under a 
voluntary agreement, by the farmers and dis- 
tributors, was held to be inadequate. 

At one of the hearings on the bill, it was 
related that the late Dr. W. McKim Marriott, 
who was Dean of Washington University Med- 
ical School, and an authority on infant nutri- 
tion, refused to prescribe St. Louis milk for 
use of his patients. Other physicians told of 
prescribing condensed milk for infants, because 
of the uncertain purity of the fresh milk sup- 
ply. 

The Mayor was quoted as saying Oct. 9 that 
he was generally in favor of legislation to as- 
sure pure milk, but would have to consider 
whether the proposed ordinance would injure 
the milk industry. The distributors held that 
it would injure them, and their organizations 
opposed the measure. They enlisted the milk 
producers in their protest against the new 
measure, and a delegation of farmers appeared 
at one of the hearings. More than 100 groups 
advocated passage of the bill, which had strong 
press support. 

Two principal features of the new ordinance, 
to which the milk dealers objected and on 
which the health and welfare groups insisted, 
were the de-grading provision, empowering city 
authorities to lower the grade of any dis- 
tributor’s product for violation of the ordi- 
nance, and to require that he change his bottle 
labels accordingly; and the tax of 4 cents per 
100 pounds of milk—about 1-11 of a cent a quart 
—to provide funds for inspection of farms and 
milk plants. 

Before the adoption of the ordinance here, 
667 other cities, including Chicago, had adopted 
the standard milk ordinance, as to most of its 
features; no city as large as St. Louis, however, 
had adopted the de-grading provision. 


FOOD STAMPS 


EFORE Mayor Dickmann first took office, 
B direct emergency, relief appropriations 

were made by the city to the amount of 
$1,525,000. This was done in the latter part 
of Mayor Victor J. Miller’s second administra- 
tion. It was the principal reason why that ad- 
ministration handed on a municipal deficit to 
the Dickmann regime. 

The deficit deft by the Miller administration 
is stated by Mayor Dickmann as $1,379,000. 
However, $1,100,000 of this was money advanced 
from municial revenue for relief use, with 
the understanding that it would be repaid from 
bond issue funds. This repayment was made 
in Dickmann’s first year, so that the actual 
amount of the deficit which he inherited from 
Miller was $279,000, 

The policy of issuing bonds for emergency 
relief use was instituted near the end of the 
Miller fh eM -iemue of

relief bonds was.voted in November, 1932, with 
the provision that the bonds. should be paid 
off by charging tolls of 10 and 15 cents on 
the Municipal Bridge upper deck, previously 
a free interstate highway. In the April, 1935, 
election, under Mayor Dickmann, a $3,600,000 
bond issue for relief was voted, with the same 
provision for payment. em 


$8,200,000 Direct Relief. 


Proceeds of the two issues, $8,200,000, were 
spent for direct relief, and for the city’s part 
of the CWA (predecessor of WPA) work relief 
program. The money did not come from the 
city treasury, for the bridge tolls provided 
the necessary payments of principal and in- 
terest on the bonds. The bridge tolls are still 
being collected and devoted to paying off the 
bonds, the last of which will mature in 1945, 
though the relief money provided by sale of 
the bonds has been exhausted. 

Since the last of the bridge-toll-bond money 
was spent, the city has made no appropriations 
for direct relief, and funds for that purpose 
have come from the State Social Security Com- 
mission. 

However, the city has made appropriations 
for work relief, in its portion of WPA 
expenditures in the city. Municipal appropria- 
tions for the city’s part of the WPA program 
have amounted to $1,339,926. A part of the 
WPA work thus paid for has been street and 
park maintenance, and work at institutions, for 
which the city otherwise would have had to 
pay directly. This point was discussed in the 
1937 campaign, when it was shown that a 
considerable part of the Federally contributed 
$16,000,000, for WPA work up to that time, 
had gone to make possible a $9,000,000 “sav- 
ing” in municipal expenditure, claimed by the 
Mayor. 


Milk at 5 Cents a Quart. 


‘Two relief measures of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, previously tested in other cities, were 
applied recently in St. Louis through the ef- 
forts of Mayor Dickmann and Congressman 
John J. Cochran. These are the food stamp 
system, now in operation; and sale of Grade-A 
milk to the poor at 5 cents a quart, to be 
placed in effect March 31. The current retail 
price of milk has been 13 cents a quart. 

The food stamp plan is operated by the city, 
which maintains the issuing offices and buys 
supplies of stamps from the Government with 
a $200,000 revolving fund. The recipients of 
stamps use them in buying surplus com- 
modities from grocers, who may cash the 
stamps with the Government. The distribu- 
tion of the cut-price milk is through relief 
agencies, and the Government stands the dif- 
ference between the 5-cent rate and the price 
a it is able to buy and process the 
milk, 


TRAFFIC DRIVE 


AYOR DICKMANN, through his eight 
M years in office, has kept his name con- 

nected with the traffic safety movement. 
A safety campaign requires publicity, and repe- 
tition of slogans and stock phrases may be 
helpful. “Mayor Dickmann’s Safety Campaign” 
has been made familiar by frequent billboard 
displays. 

The Mayor appoints the, Judges of the two 
city police courts, who pass on minor traffie 
law violations. He is a member of the Police 
Board, and thus is in a position to remind the 
Police Department, if necessary, of its duties 
in enforcing the ordinances, The present head 
of the Rolice Board, who was a member of 
the board in the Mayor's first term, Maj, 
Albert Bond Lambert, has shown an active 
interest in safety measures. 

In his first month in office, the Mayor an- 
nounced his intention to put a stop to “fixing” 
of traffic cases in police courts. Through. the 
City Law Department, then headed by Charles 

Counselor, he established « 
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rule against political favors and deference to 
influential persons in such cases, He notified 
city department heads that their subordinates 
were not to “take care” of police court de- 
fendants,. 


Attempts to Stop Fixing. 

But “fixing” was not stopped so easily. 
Within a year, Aldermen and committeemen 
were using sheafs of traffic tickets for accom- 
modation of constituents, and in March, 1934, 
the Mayor called in his police Judges, with 
other officials concerned, and again laid down 
the law. 

In the summer of 1935, police activity in 
traffic arrests was high, and the Mayor called 
for gnrollment in a voluntary organization, 
the Vehicular Accident Prevention Association, 
to reduce the number of accidents. Fines for 
speeding showed an increase: In 1936, the 
approach of the primary seemed to make en- 
forcement more difficult, and there were again 
reports that “the fix” was on. A grand jury 
report complained that the courts were too 
lenient in traffic cases. 

Opening a new safety campaign in 1937, the 
Mayor again had to emphasize his “no fixing” 
In 1939, a sharp increase in the 
number of accidents caused him to cal] the 
police Judges on the carpet, to assure him 
that they were not “letting down.” 

Harly in 1940, the Mayor was still speaking 
against “fixing.” Late in that year, in ap- 
pointing two new police Judges, he expressed 
dissatisfaction with the results attained. At 
that time, accidents and fatalities were show- 
ing a 22 per cent increase over the year be- 
fore. He said the police courts were not alone 
to blame, but that there had been a general 
breakdown in traffic law enforcement: he 
attributed this to the laxity of election year. 
At the beginning of 1941, the Mayor proclaimed 
a new seven-point enforcement and safety 
policy, and named a committee to recommend 
further traffic regulations. The members of the 
conimittee are David R. Calhoun, Arthur B. 
Baer and Russell E. Gardner Jr. 


| RIVERFRONT. 


HE riverfront Jefferson Memoria] Nationa] 


. Park, now a cleared but unimproved tract 
of 37 city blocks, has reached its present 
stage of progress chiefly through the Mayor’s 
efforts. Outlines of the plan originated with 
civic workers, and the Mayor at first did not 
favor it, holding that a riverfront housing 
project, to effect slum clearance, might be 
preferable. : 

After he was “sold” om the memorial plan 
by its advocates, the Mayor laid siege to the 
national administration. In St. Louis, he en- 
listed non-partisan support, while in Washing- 
ton he argued that, as he was the first Demo- 
cratic Mayor in 24 years, he might be the 
last one for a like length of time if the 
Memorial were not provided. Attorney General 


god Cummings raised legal objections, but | 
e 


Mayor persuaded Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes, and President Roosevelt, to 
sanction it. They were cautious at first as 
to promises of participation in 
the cost, but the Mayor. by diligence and re- 
peated efforts, got tentative assurances of a 
plan by which three-fourths of the cost would 
be paid from Federal funds, if the city pro- 
vided one-fourth, 

Estimates of a total cost of $30,000,000 were 
made. On that basis, the contribution required 
from the city was $7,500,000, and that was 
made the amount of a city bond issue, sub- 
mitted to St. Louis voters Sept. 10, 1935. The 
frauds which tainted the bond election are 
discussed .in Mr. Shelton’s accompanying 
article, : 

President Roosevelt signed an executive 
order Dec. 21, 1935, setting aside $6,750,000 of 
Federal relief funds, to match $2,250,000 
city bond funds, thus providing $9,000,000 
for purchase and cl of the site. The 
greater part of the $0, ‘was used in buy- 


/ 


ing the property under condemnation proceed- 
ings, or for deposits in court in instances 
where the price had not been settled. A bal- 
ance of $1,300,000 remained Dec. 1 last. The 
National Park Service took over the land, and 
the city in addition gave the Park Service 
title to the Old Courthouse building and site. 
An additional grant of $678,980 WPA funds, 
for improvement of the tract, was approved 
by the President last December. To this was 
to be added $336,480 from the balance in the 
hands of the Park Service, making $1,015,460 


‘ available for conversion of the site into a 


park. The latter sum will be used, as offi- 
cially stated, to “stabilize the area and put 
it in presentable condition.” Plans for the 
ultimate development of the tract have not 
been made known, nor has the source of the 
needed funds been indicated. The city has 
$5,250,000 bond issue funds still available, but 
any part of this sum can be expended only 
in conjunction with a Federal contribution 
three times as large. 

The Mayor’s expressed view as to the future 
of the riverfront development is that the Fed- 
eral Government can be counted on to show 
continued interest in it, as an important and 
unique part of the national park system.

This ruling resulted also in the collapse 
prosecutions of 66 judges and clerks of election 
indicted in connection with frauds 
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The lawyers who found the way which 
gaved the Democratic city machine from em- 
barrassment in these instances never disclosed 
publicly who their real clients were. Although 
the vicious fraud was there, nothing 
be done and nothing was done about it. 
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that the only proper way under the Constitu- 
tion is to seat the duly elected official and 
then proceed with the contest.” 


That the Governor was well advised was 
demonstrated later, on Feb. 19, when the seven 
Judges of the Missouri Supreme Court, all 
Democrats, rendered a unanimous decision 
that the correct legal procedure was exactly 
as he had stated it. 

Before the Supreme Court upset the Demo- 
cratic party’s program, and while Jefferson 
City seethed and public wrath boiled up all 
over the State, Hulen and whoever were his 
immediate advisers had stuck doggedly to his 
scheme. Many influential Democrats were in 
favor of dropping it to stop a situation ob- 
viously hazardous to the party’s future, and 
it was frequently said in legislative circles 
that Mayor Dickmann and Chairman Hanne- 
gan, as the leaders of the strong Democratic 
organization in St. Louis, could give the word 
which would call off the party’s plan of pro- 
cedure in the Legislature. 


Mayor Sidesteps Questions. 


Taking notice of this situation, the 
Post-Dispateh, in an editorial published Jan, 
25, asked Mayor Dickmann pointed questions 
about his attitude, particularly, whether it was 
not true that he had the.power to stop “this 
grave assault on democracy” by sending word 
to Hulen, Hannegan and others that he would 
not stand for it; and finally, where did he 
gtand on this grave issue. | 

With the editorial in hand, this reporter 
interviewed the Mayor. His side-stepping, non- 
committal answers were reported in the news 
columns Jan. 26. He repeated that he was in 
favor of recounting all the ballots, but the 
question of seating Donnell was for the Legis- 
lature to decide and he had no right to try 
to influence it by expressing an opinion. 

Meanwhile, the powerful St. Louis Demo- 
cratic City Committee, which Mayor Dickmann 
controls, had very definitely taken a stand in 
support of the “Hulen plan.” At a meeting 
Jan. 3 at Hotel Jefferson, Chairman Hanne- 
gan told the committee he had a letter from 
Hulen asking it to indorse the plan. By 
unanimous oral vote the committee passed the 
resolution it was asked to adopt. This reso- 
lution, also adopted by many county commit- 
tees in a concerted movement, was intended 
to influence the Legislature in fayor of the 
“Hulen scheme” and to justify that.“scheme” 
te the public. be ee 
Hannegan Active in Capital. 

Thereafter, Chairman Hannegan was a fre- 
quent visitor in Jefferson City; ‘he spent 
time in the offices occupied by St. Louis Rep- 
tesentatives and Senators, in the legislative 
halls and*the Capitol corridors. His presence 
was remarked upon by out-State legislators. 

In the joint session which adopted the 
“Hulen scheme” all of the 19 St. Louis Repre- 
sentatives, all Democrats, voted for it, and 
five of the six St. Louis Senators, also Demo- 
erats, voted likewise, Only the grizzled vet- 
eran, Senator Kinney, who had more than once 
displayed. his independence, voted against it. 


In view of these circumstances it was only 
natural that some of the Democratic legisla- 
tors, worried by the rising wave of public re- 
sentment, uld have attributed to Mayor 
Dickmann power to turn the tide and 
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cause the Democratic majority in the Lagisla- 
ture to drop the “Hulen scheme” before the 
Supreme Court acted. It was natural, too, that 


they were disappointed by the Mayor’s evasive © 


statements as contrasted with the forthright 
opinions expressed by Gov, Stark, Congress- 
man Cochran, State Senators Allen McRey- 
nolds and Kinney, and Chairman Hay of the 
St. Louis Election Board. 


In sharp contrast to the position taken by 
his fellow legislator Congressman Cochran, 
United States Senator Clark at Washington 
preserved a discreet silence. It will be remem- 
bered that Hulen was placed in the chairman- 
ship of the Democratic State Committee 
through Clark’s influence. In other words, 
just as Hannegan was Mayor Dickmann’s 
hand-picked candidate for City Chairman, so 
Hulen was Clark’s hand-picked candidate for 
State Chairman. 


Gov. Stark’s Veto a Bomb. 


Falling like a high-explosive bomb on the 
Democratic “investigation” scheme was Gov. 
Stark’s veto on Jan. 15 of the joint resolution 
by which the machine-controlled majority had 


, adopted the unconstitutional course of action. 


Although many Democratic legislators and At- 
torney General McKittrick asserted Stark had 
no authority to veto the resolution, the action 
nevertheless was a shock to machine manipu- 
lators. 


In the veto message the Governor said: 


“Leaving out of account any discussion of 
the constitutional problem, which is now out 
of my hands (it had been taken to the Su- 
preme Court), I am of the opinion that the 
principles of good government and fair play 
dictate that the candidate receiving the highest 
number of votes in the returns published by 
the Secretary of State should be seated, and 
the contest proceed in a legal and proper 
manner.” A 


State Senator McReynolds, who had been 
a candidate against McDanig] for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor in the primary, 
was one of the first Democrats to condemn the 
“Hulen scheme.”' On Jan. 7, before the parti- 
gan “investigation” resolution had been intro- 
duced in the Legislature, he defended Hulen 
against Republican charges that the Demo- 
cratic chairman was out to “steal the governor- 
ship.” He said: “Certainly it would be folly 
for the majority party in a General Assenibly 
to undertake any proceedings in this matter 
other than in strict conformity with the Con- 
stitution and the statutes of Missouri. To 
do so would invite the indignation of thou- 
sands of Democratic voters and the opposi- 
tion of many Democratic members of the 
General Assembly.” 


But next day, wkhon the resolution was be- 
fore the joint session of the Legislature and 
he saw what it was, Senator McReynolds 
spoke against it and voted against it. He said 
it did not conform to the Constitution, and 
he conceived it to be the “duty of the majority 
to observe the exact language of the — 
tution,” . 


Statement by Rep. Cochran. 


When the tumult had spread to Washington, 
where Senator Clark was still keeping quiet, 
Congressman Cochran (now campaigning for 
Mayor Dickmann’s re-election), issued a state- 
ment, Jan. 14, in which he said: 


“Unless the will of the people is carried 
out there will be a breakdown in our form of 
government. The citizens of our State have 
become greatly exercised because Forrest C. 
Donnell has not been permitted to take office. 
Mr. Donnell, in my opinion, should be per- 
mitted to take office. In Congress, if a con- 
test is filed, the candidate who regeived the 
certificate of election is seated. But that in no 
way jeopardizes the rights of the one who 
filed the contest.” ' .

Kinney said: |

ernor’s action, and the correctness of hig posi- 
tion. We are only wasting time in attempting 
to devise some means of getting around it. 
We should follow the Governor's advice and 
proceed in an orderly, constitutional way.” 

Chairman Hay, of the St. Louis Election 
Board, rather belatedly took a public stand 
in favor of seating Gov. Donnell. He announced 
Jan. 28 that some time earlier he had sug- 
gested to Senate leaders that they drop the 
Hulen “investigation” and seat Donnell. In 
a lengthy statement he explained that he had 
based this advice on expediency, not on the 
“soundness or unsoundness of the position 
taken by any of the parties to the conflict of 
opinion.” 


Dickmann-Hannegan Role. 


In the midst of the fray, City Chairman 
Hannegan issued a statement advocating “re- 
counting all the votes,” but squarely opposing 
the seating of Donnell. 

Since many Republicans and some Demo- 
crats tied Dickmann and Hannegan together 
as partners in the plot, with the power to 
have stopped it, the relationship of Dickmann 
to Hannegan and the St. Louis Democratic 
City Committee is important. This relation- 
ship also has a bearing on the other episodes 
of the Mayor’s political role which are re- 
viewed here. 

When Dickmann made his first successful 
campaign for Mayor in the spring of 1933, the 
Democrats, in the wake of the Roogevelt swell, 
had taken over the State government, lock, 
stock and barrel, Gov. Guy B, Park, hand- 
picked by Boss Tom Pendergast of Kansas 
City, had been inaugurated in January, and 
soon thereafter had appointed James A. 
Waechter, friend of Pendergast and of Dick- 
mann, as chairman of the St. Louis Board of 
Election Commissioners. 

Boss Pendergast had begun the debauchery 
of public officials which was to land him, 
sick and bruised, in the Federal penitentiary. 

Early in Dickmann’s first administration, 
William L. Igoe, Gov. Park’s appointee as 
president of the St. Louis Police Board, became 
the Mayor's political enemy. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, in 1934, Hannegan, the Mayor's choice, 
was elected chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee. 

This seemed to be the signal for rebellion 
by the committee members aligned with Igoe 
and Jimmy Miller, the Fourth Ward boss. 
In less than a year, the anti-Dickmann group 
was in control of the committee. At a meet- 
ing June 6, 1935, they ousted Hannegan and 
elected John P. English, the Recorder of 
Deeds, ag chairman. 


Factional Warfare in Party. 


Next day. Mayor Dickmann announced the 
discharge of seven city employes, five of them 
members of the City Committee, “for the good 
of the service.” He said other firings might 
be expected. They came from time to time. 
The intra-party war was on. The Mayor had 
learned about the Kansas City machine sys- 
tem; his political ally, Chairman Waechter, 
stood ace-high at the Boss’s shrine. 

Boss Pendergast had defined his political 
philosophy to a Post-Dispatch reporter as fol- 
lows: 

“Politics is a business, an all-the-year-round 
competitive business. To the victors belong the 
spoils. . . . It’s the Same as in any other 


business.” 

So Mayor Dickmann, with all the powers of 
office and patronage, set about changing the 
City Committee to his liking. In. rough and 
ready battles he won his political spurs. At 
the primary election of Aug. 4, 1936, his can- 
didates won 47 out of the 56 seats on the com- 
mittee, and Hannegan was promptly re 
stored as chairman. Since then there has been 
no doubt about who was boss and who could 
chart the course of the committee, But fm the 


primary of August, 1940, the Mayor polished 


his spurs and just for good measure hung 
faven more rebellious committee members’ 


scalps on his belt. 


THE LAW OF THE ORGANIZATION 
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That gave Mayor Dickmann 50 out of 56 
members, and a feather in his political cap. 
Since then he has been known only once to 
have questioned his standing as a party leader. 
When he was being pressed on Jan. 25 by 
thig reporter to answer the questions pro- 
pounded in this newspapér’s editoria) about 
his attitude toward the “Hulen scheme” to 
bar Donnell, he deferentially nominated Hanne- 
gan as the “real party leader in St. Louis.” 

Somewhat bitterly, he complained: “When 
there’s trouble they always bring it to me 
as a ‘party leader’; when things are going 
smoothly I don’t count.” 

When the Mayor was delightedly hearing his 
city praised throughout the nation for its 
victory over smoke, his State was suffering 
equally widespread damaging publicity for a 
brazen “political steal.” 

To an aroused citizenship, the Democratic 
legislative majority’s quiet abandonment last 
week of the remnants of the “Hule@s scheme” 
was a triumph of orderly, constitwtlemal pro- 
cedure, To the practical politicians it was 
expediency. A Democratic member of the 
House from St. Louis summed up in a few 
realistic words, to a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent at Jefferson City, the disintegration of a 
once grandiose scheme. He said: “The heat’s 
too strong. We can’t stand it. What do we 
care about a Governor when the re-election 
of Dickmann is endangered?” 
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ELECTION FRAUDS 


HOST voting, registration padding, ballot 

box stuffing—ell kinds of election frauds 

—sprang up in Mayor Dickmann’s first 
administration, with the Democratic machine 
the obvious beneficiary. 

Gross irregularities were exposed in connec- 
tion with the $7,500,000 riverfront bond issue 
election of Sept. 10, 1935—an election which 
Mayor Dickmann made a test of his political 
power. 


The pressure on the Democratic party or- 
ganization to carry this election was exerted 
through Mayor Dickmann’s control of more 
than 7000 city jobs. The Mayor told party 
leaders, precinct workers, the job-holdters them- 
selves, that he expected them to carry their 
wards and precincts, that “we will know who 
is working and who is shirking because there 
is going to be a check-up the day after elec- 
tion, and I don’t mean maybe.” 


When it was shown later by test canvasses 
in 23 precincts in 20 wards.that many fraudu- 
lent votes were counted for the bond issue, 
Mayor Dickmann explained that his strong 
words were intended only to help get out a 
full vote. 

The padding of registration lists with about 
46,000 “ghost” voters was exposed shortly be- 
fore the 1936 primary election. This led to the 
summary dismissal of the Waechter Election 
Board by Gov. Park, “for the betterment of 
the public service.” 


‘Purge’ Made by Gov. Park. 

Chairman Waechter at first ridiculed. the 
disclosure of fraudulent registrations, saying, 
“Tt looks like the same old Republican propa- 

" However, after newspaper publication 
of long lists of names registered from vacant 
lots, tumble-down abandoned buildings, flop- 
houses and hotels, centering largely’ in 
wards where Democratic machine bosses were 
in complete control, Gov. Park ordered the 
Election Board to “purge” . lists. 

Canvassers sent out by the Election Board 
to make a complete recheck of the registra- 
tion reported 46,252 names “mot found.” The 
Election Board failed to strike them off, say- 
ing it lacked authority. Thereupon, Gov. 
Park fired the four members of the Waechter 
Election Board and installed an entirely new 
board which cleaned up the lists. .

Judges, by which it has lowered the standards 
of the bench. 

The Dickmann machine first made itself 
felt in the naming of Circuit Judges in the 
primary of 1934. Nine Judges were to he 
elected. The St. Louis Bar Association, fol- 
lowing its custom of many years, indorsed 
nine Democrats and nine Republicans for the 
nominations. 

The Bar Association recommendations were 
on the basis of the esteem in which practicing 
lawyers held the various candidates, partic- 
ularly with respect to their knowledge of the 
law, their character and their standing as 
citizens. The great masa of voters had no 
other means of detetmining qualifications of 
the candidates. In the 1934 primary the Demo- 
cratic city machine, operating through the 
City Committee, caused the defeat of five of 
the party’s candidates approved by the Bar 
Association. 

Again, in 1936, with six places on the Cir- 
cuit bench to be filled, the Democratic 
machine refused to support the three Demo- 
cratic primary candidates indorsed the 
Bar Association. The result was that all of 
the six Democrats nominated and elected 
lacked the approval of the Bar Association. 

In 1938 the machine put over its candidates 
for five of the six Circuit judgeshipes filled that 
year. Four of these also had the indorse- 
ment of the Bar Aasociaties. Two who had 
the Bar timdorsemeat but were not “slated” 
by the Demecratic machine were defeated.

The young men enrolled in 
the camps receive pay of $30 a 
month of which they are required 
to allot $15 to their families. Of 
the $15 balance the enrollee _re- 
ceives $8 a month for personal ex- 
penses and $7 a month is deposited 
to his credit to be paid to him 
when he is discharged from the 
camp. ;

New U. S.. Savings 
Bonds Recom- 


mended to Small 
Investors. 


By GEN. HUGH 8. JOHNSON 
PROSPECTUS for an invest- 
ment security, as neat a bit of 
selling argument as any I ever 

have seen after several years’ close 

experience with such literature, 
came to my desk yesterday. It was 
signed by Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
and is issued by the United States 
Treasury. It tells all about United 


States savings bonds and is com-j ; 


plete with a self-addressed order 
blank. All you have to do is sign, 
enclose a check, seal and mail. 

These bonds aren’t new. They 
first were tried in 1935. The attrac- 
tive blurb says, “Already they have 
become the most widely held single 
security in America.” They are said 
to be for “small investors.” Cor- 
porations and business associations 
can’t have them but any individual 
can buy $10,000 worth, or amounts 
down to $18.75, which is not so 
small in my book. 

They don’t render much income, 
and the tract doesn’t say they do. 
In barnyard figuring it is 11-3 per 
cent per annum, but $18.75 invested 
now will be $25 in 10 years, which 
is a gain of $6.25, and, while the 
following isn’t the way bankers fig- 
ure interest, that roughly is 31-3 

er cent per annum. That is so be- 
cause interest on your $18.75 is not 
paid to you. It is compounded semi- 
annually. 


Good Return. 


There are not many gilt-edge in- 
vestments available so flexible as 
to figure with so high a rate. If 
you can afford to put these securi- 
ties away and forget them, or let 
the Government hold them for you, 
while it is theoretically a low rate 
of interest, it is practically as good 
as you can get, considering all] the 
other advantages of this remark- 
ably flexible security—the income 
from which, by the way, is exempt 
from state and local taxes to the 
extent of other United States bonds. 

The danger of buying the aver- 
age long-term fixed income bond in 
a market threatened with inflation 
is that the buying power of the 
small fixed income may go down 
tragically as the cost of living 
rises, and with it will go down the 
price of the bond. You can then 
escape far greater loss only by sell- 
ing at much less than you paid. 
Not many bonds could offer you an 
escape from this, but these Treas- 
ury bonds do. The Government 
will redeem them at any time for 
what you paid for them, plus in- 
terest, after one year, at 11-3 per 
cent or, if the redemption is after 
seven and one-half years, at in- 
terest of 22-3 per cent for the later 
years. That is as good a protec- 
tion against inflation as you could 
have in a bond. Since few strong 
banks pay as much on deposits, 
these bonds are a lot better than 
leaving the money in a bank.

purchase a kind of annuity on an 
installment plan. For example, if 
you invest $75 a month in these 
bonds for 10 years and don’t re- 
deem them, you are entitled to 
$100 a month for the next 10 years. 
Your $8000 investment: over 20 
years at $75 a month becomes $12,- 
000, or increases 50 per cent in 20 
years. Lesser monthly invest- 
ments return the same percentages 
of benefit. The actuarial calcula- 
tion of the interest rate in this 
is too complex to discuss here, but 
it is a sound deal backed by the 
credit of the United States. 

There are many variations and 
differing options on this and other 
features of these bonds that make 
excellent insurance against old age 
or provision for the future educa- 
tion of children or care of invalids. 
They can be registered in the name 
of two people to be the property 
of the survivor and thus become a 
modified kind of insurance policy 
—probably free from death duties, 
although this is not certain. 

It isn’t the business of any 
column to turn itself into an in- 
vestment , sales-plugging advertise- 
ment, but I never had studied these 
bonds before and their ingenuity 
fascinated me. There are two good 
reasons why this column is per- 
fectly safe on this score. One is 
that the security here is the na- 
tion. The other is that this is part 
of the Government’s war-financing 
plan, a vital element of defense. 
In the protection which these 
bonds offer the investor, they are 
far better than any Liberty Loan, 
war savings stamp, or other fi- 
nancing of World War 1. 

The best recommendation I can 
write for them is that I am going 
to buy as many as. under their in- 
come restriction, I can prudently 
afford, and so are some of my 
friends. 


U.S. COAST GUARD NEGOTIATING

Deal for Two-Acre Tract at Foot 
of Iron Street Held Up By 
Title Dispute. 

The United States Coast Guard, 


which has charge of buoys and

T HE problem of the Axis Powers 


him. To do this he must, on the 
one hand, cut the lines of supply 
from the Americas to Europe and 
he must, on the other hand, use 
all available means to retard and 
reduce the assistance from Amer- 
ica, 

The first part of the plan is evi- 
dent enough. It has three main ele- 
ments: One is to intensify the 
blockade of the British Isles, pos- 
sibly to invade and occupy them, 
ce nly. to sink the supply ships 
and bombard the ports and ship- 
yards. Second, to immobilize the 
larger part of the American navy

A CTING on the ancient military 
principle of dividing his enemies 
in order to conquer them, he is 
using the open threat of war in the 
Pacific to draw us away from the 
Atlantic and then,‘in spite of the 
violence of ‘the Axis press, he is 
carefully avoiding threats of war 
in the Atlantic in order to keep us 
quiet in the Atlantic. Though the

It is obviously the intention of 
the Axis to encourage these vices 
by maintaining a condition in which 
the country is not sure whether it 
is at peace or at war. They have, 
we may hope, misjudged our char- 
acter as they have misjudged the 
British character. But, at least, 
they believe that we cannot go all 
out for Britain without going to 
war and that, entangling ourselves 
in the debate as to whether we 
are at war, we shall, therefore, 
not go all out.

EHIND the strategical plan to 
divide the democracies there is, 
then, this plan to divide us po- 
litically and otherwise.

WASHINGTON, March 21. — A 
definite upturn in the accident rate 
of the Army air Corps since last 
July 1 was admitted by Secretary 
of War Stimson at a press con- 
ference yesterday afternoon. Dur- 
ing the first six months, ending 
Dec. 31, there were 85 fatalities. In 
January there were 19 and in Feh- 
ruary 28, making a total of 132 
deaths in 72 accidents. At .,that 
rate, Stimson calculated, “ there 
may be as many as 200 fatalities 
during the present fiscal year, end- 
ing June 30.

Deaths in accidents due to per- 
sonnel errors rose from 60 per cent 
in 1936 to nearly 80 per cent in the 
fiscal year 1939-40, according to 
the Secretary.

Personnel errors, and particular- 
ly pilot errors, were declared to 
cause four-fifths of all accidents. 
Of these, in turn, two-thirds occur 
during landing, including forced 
landings. About one-fifth are: due 
to taxiing and take-offs, There have 
been some collisions on the ground, 
but very few in the air. Tailspins, 
which 20 years ago accounted for 
a large proportion of fatalities, are 
said to have virtually disappeared. 

Greatest Accident Period. 

Three periods in the training of 
an aviator were defined by Stim- 
son, During the first 200 hours of 
flying, the cadet is under close su- 
pervision. Then he is graduated; 
becoming a reserve officer, and is 
placed largely on his own, About 
750 hours then are required before 
he is regarded as expert. It is the 
middle period, between 200 and 
about 1000 hours, that analysis has 
shown to be critical for the pilot 
in the matter of accidents. 
“Because of the tremendous ex- 
pansion,” the Secretary explained, 
“it ig impossible for the flying of- 
ficer to have the same supervision 
he had during his training school 
days, nor should it be necessary.

Accidents by Pilot Error. 

The accident rate due to pilot

Long Rows to Hoe at Catron, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE recent letter of Vic Russell told 

of conditions in Southeast Missouri 
as to improper housing, long hours of 
labor and low wages. This is true, and 
I might add that in this locality if one 
is roused out of a sound sleep at 3:30 
in the morning, he thinks nothing of it, 
for it is only a bell that can be heard for 
miles around that rouses the Negro la- 
borer who is obliged to get up, eat a scant 
breakfast, take his team of mules and 
start his day’s work. 

He stays in the fields until dark, a 
period of from 12 to 14 hours of labor. 
For his work, he receives $1 or, more us- 
ually, its equivalent, an order in his 
boss’s store for groceries. 

These conditions prevail when there is 
farm work for the Negro to do. At other 
times, he can get on relief or use what 
means he can to carry on the humble 
existence of himself and his family. 

In spite of the fact that the agricul- 
tural program stresses a reduction in cot- 
ton acreage, more and more cotton is 
raised here as time goes on. Planters 
are coming in from Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi and acquiring hundreds and even 
thousands of acres of land, dispossessing 
tenants already here, bringing in Negroes 
from the South and using day labor at 
low -wages and long hours. 

The question arises sometimes, Why do 
conditions such as these exist, and how 
is the poor farm laborer helped by the 
farm program and farm agencies con- 
trolled by the Government?

OUSE bill No. 52, now pending in the 

Missouri Legislature, is patterned after 

a “model” Sabotage Prevention Act 
which grew out of the Federal-State Confer- 
ence on Law Enforcement Problems of 
National Defense at Washington last year. 
States are being asked to take it as a cri- 
terion for statutes calculated to combat 
sabotage in national defense. 

In its present form, the Advocate can- 
not support this measure. Its ambiguous 
phraseology would. make it dangerous to 
the legitimate functions of organized labor. 
In that attitude, we seem to be joined 
by no less an authority than the United 
States Department of Justice, a statement 
from which says: 

“The Department of Justice feels that 
uniform legislation on the subject is de- 
sirable, but that a bill can and should be 
framed which will protect the rights of 
labor. The department is convinced that 
State Legislatures should pay full attention 
to labor protests and that revision should 
be made if it is found that the rights of 
labor are inadequately safeguarded.”

“Criminal syndicalism” is defined by 
House Bill No. 52 as “the doctrine which 
advocates unlawful acts or methods as a 
means of accomplishing or effecting indus- 
trial or political ends, or as a means of ef- 
fecting industrial revolution for profit.” 

A harmful strike in the heat of war ex- 
citement could be twisted into industrial 
“revolution” per se. A wage increase cer- 
tainly would be defined as “profit.” As to 
the harmless sounding word “unlawful,” the 
ambiguity of the pending bill could be con- 
strued so as to outlaw many acts now recog- 
nized as licit activity. 

For example, “any person who prints, 
publishes, edits, issues or knowingly cir- 
culates, sells, distributes or publicly displays 
any books, pamphlets, papers, handbills, post- 
ers, document, or written or printed matter 
in any form whatsoever” suggesting or ad- 
vocating any of the loosely defined illegal 
acts set out in Bill No. 52 is made-subject 
to the fine and imprisonment,

Of course, our nation should and will 
adopt every rational safeguard against sabo- 
tage of defense activity. But such legisla- 
tion can be drafted so as not to expose 
collective bargaining and legitimate union

organized labor of Missouri is going to ‘be 
alert against any legislative setups which 
might enable ite conniving foes to come in 
through the back door in the guise of harm- 
less-sounding, attractive “sabotage-preven- 
tion” legislation. .

WASHINGTON, March 21. 
Oia of the most striking polit- 


ical developments in many} 


months is the effort of Wendell 
L. Willkie’s elose friends to per- 
suade him to try for the governor- 
ship of New York in 1942. Aside 
from having the distressing prob- 
able result of giving Thomas E. 
Dewey conniption fits or worse, 
the scheme has much to recom- 
mend it. * 

First and most important, where 
Dewey has hurt himself cruelly 
by straddling the foreign issue, 
Willkie’s forthright support of the 
President’s policy has greatly aid- 
ed him in strongly anti-isolationist 
New. York City. With his addi- 
tional city votes, his semi-religious 
following in the suburbs and his 
proven strength upstate, Willkie 
would be a formidable opponent 
for any candidate the Democrats 
could present. Dewey, on the other 
hand, after first indorsing the 
views of Secretary of War Henry 
L. Stimson and then those of Sen- 
ator Arthur H. Vandenberg, and 
after first declaring against and 
then for the “lease-lend” bill, would 
be likely to have an unbeatable 
city majority against him. 

Second, if Willkie decides to point 
for the New York governorship, 
the problem of what to do with 
himself will be solved easily, and 
solved much better than by his 
present plan of returning to pri- 
vate law practice. Furthermore, 
thoughts of 1944 are no more absent 
from the mind of Willkie than 
from the minds of the numerous 
Republican hopefuls who were dis- 
appointed at Philadelphia. Where 
his rivals can now go after Will- 
kie as a defeated candidate, they 
will find it hard to assail his po- 
sition if he has removed the stains 
of his defeat by carrying an elec- 
tion in the most populous State in 
the Union. In short, although Will- 
kie is now not inclined to accept 
his friends’ advice, their arguments 
are so cogent that he may well 
be brought round to their view 
in the end. 

A Republican Bryan. 

HE possibility that Willkie may 

have a crack at the New York 

governorship amusingly dra- 
matizes his singular relation to his 
party organization. Dewey, who 
began running for the governor- 
ship on the train out of Philadel- 
phia, has the Republican party or- 
ganization largely on his side. The 
organization politicians do not ex- 
actly love him, but after a period 
of doubt have come to feel he will 
probably play their game. 

Willkie, on the contrary, is de 
tested by the organization poli- 
ticians. But his popular following 
is so fervent that if he signifies 
desire for an office, and is turned 
down by the organization, the party 


is likely to suffer sadly when vot- 


ing time rolls around. Thus at this 


does not seem altogether out of the 
question that the delicious. cup 
will again be snatched from his lips 
at the instant of drinking. 

In truth, Willkie, whory « witty 
woman early characterized as “the 
country club William Jennings 
Bryan,” really does seem to occupy 
@ somewhat Bryanesque position. 


In the country, as in New York,/ 


the orthodox Republican politicos 
wish him under the sod, in Iceland, 
at the South Pole, or anywhere 
but where he is. But like the un- 
fortunate Demo.ratic leaders of 
30 to 40 years ago, who had the 
same feelings’ towards the Great 
Commoner, the Republican politicos 
must deal with Willkie as a pre- 
dominant political fact. 


Willkie Got Results. 


ILLKIE’S national doings 
have upset the politicos much 
more completely than his do- 
ings in his state. The degree of 
difference between him and the 
party organization could be clear- 
I~ observed at the White House 
corresponcents’ dinner, whefi Will- 
kie was on his feet applauding the 
President’s speech on foreign pol- 
icy, while House Leader Joe Mar- 
tin and most other orthodox party 
members sat on their hands and 
looked glum. Yet Willkie is firm- 
ly determined to carry his nation- 
al policy to its logical conclugion. 
As he sees it, this logical con- 
clusion is to continue the fight 
against Republican isolationism 
which he started with his work 
for the ‘lease-lend’ bill. He believes 
that his stand on the ‘lease-lend’ 
bill was what prevented his party 
from going all out for isolation- 
ism. Nor is his belief without 
strong foundation in fact. For ex- 
ample, the decision of the Repub- 
lican opponents to cut short the 
‘lease-lend’ bill debate at all costs, 
which effectively prevented Senator 
'Wheeler, Senator Bennett Clark 
(Mo,), and other extremists from 
seriously prolonging their “gentle- 
man’s filibuster,” was indirectly 
traceable to Willkie’s stand. Now 
he feels that he must prevent the 
Republicans from committing 
themselves to renewed attacks on 
the President’s policy, and in the 
pest-war period, to a repetition of 
their performance in the League 
of Nations fight. 
A test of the Republican organ- 
i ation’s independence of Willkie 
will take place Monday, when a 
new national chairman is to be 
chosen. There has been much 
maneuvering, and many power- 
ful party leaders have tried to in- 
stall an anti-Willkie-ite in the job. 
As this is written. the result is 
nct certain, but it seems likely 
there will be a compromise, such as

HEN choral director William 
W B. Heyne suggested the found- 
ing of a St. Louis A Capella 
Choir, 13 or 14 years ago, he was 
told emphatically that St. Louisans 
didn’t like A Capella singing, sing- 
ing without accompaniment, that 
they would never patronize such a 
chorus, 
At the choir’s last concert in the 


Municipal Auditorium every seat in 
the house was filled, proving, as 
one reviewer pointed out, the im- 
portant part it has come to play 
in the musical life of the commu- 
nity. But Heyne’s name is _ fa- 
miliar to St. Louis concert goers 
for more than the A Capella choir, 
since he is a sort of super-director, 
directing the Concordia Semifary 
chorus, the church choir at Grace 
Lutheran Church, the newly formed 
St. Louis Bach choir, choral work 
at the St. Louis Institute of Music, 
where he is a member of the facul- 
ty, and also private teaching. 

“Years ago I also directed the St. 
Louis Oratorio Society and the St. 
Louis Symphony chorus the four 
years it was in existence,” Heyne 
explained, “but the A Capella choir 
has been my particular baby ever 
gince I formed it.” 


Young looking for his various 


positions of authority, Heyne has 
been connected with local musical 
life for the past 16 years, since 
he came here from his home town 
of Decatur, Il. ' 

“Decatur is not exactly what you 
would call a center of ‘music,” 
Heyne grinned, “and that is why I 
came here, However, I did much 
of my musical studying there. I 
studied violin—I’m a graduate of 
the American Conservatory in vio- 
lin—and then I took up orchestra 
work. Later on, through my in- 
terest in conducting, I became in- 
terested in choral work. There is 
more opportunity in choral work 
than orchestra,” he said, smiling 
broadly again, “because you don’t 
have to have as much money to 
form a chorus as you do to start 
an orchestra. 


“I did public school teaching in 
Marion, Ill., and, because the super- 
intendent of schools in Webster 
Groves happened to have relatives 
living in Marion I received an of- 
fer to teach at Webster Groves 
High. I accepted very readily be- 
cause it gave me an open door to 
a big city and a music center. I 
stayed there two years and then 
opened my studio here in the Mu- 
sical Arts Building. I can tell you 
the exact year if I look at my 
watch,” he said, taking out a gold 


watch on a chain. “The Marion 
Choral Society gave me this watch 
when I left—that was in 1924 I 
see—so it was 1926 when I came 
to St. Louis.” 


Heyne—the “ey” in his name is 
pronounced “i’—has no idea how 
many public performances his va- 
rious choral organizations have 
given but they’ve averaged three 
or four a year for the 16 years. 
Reviews of these performances, 
particularly of the A Capella choir, 
have been flattering in the extreme, 
but Heyne credits most of his di- 
recting- success to plain hard 
work, 

“I read a book recently which 
said that if you expect any recogni- 
tion in choral conducting before 
your first 10 years have elapsed, 
you had better quit immediately,” 
he said. “And it took me just about 
10 years to get things under con- 
trol, and get my choral work on a 


basis of working smoothly and. 


meeting with a certain amount of 
popular good will. 

“My philosophy of directing is 
included in what I told my choral 
school at their last meeting, as a 
sort of parting shot. I told them 
the greatest single factor toward 
success in life or this work is 
perseverance. Lots of people have

Tom was born and raised in New 
York City, right off Broadway. How 
he ever moved over to the main 
stem is still somewhat of a mystery 
to him. “I went right through 
grammar school and high school 
with nothing more Thespian than 
an occasional trip to the movies,” 
he said. “Then along came some 
wealthy woman who wanted to en- 
courage young actors and put up 
two $500 scholarships to a dramatic

who liked his promise and put him 
in his company. : 

“That was the best thing that 
could have happened to me,” Tom 
says earnestly.

‘Hamlet.’ Gradually the parts got 
better and more varied. With 
Hampden, and later with Ethel 
Barrymore, who joined him for 
two seasons, I did a flock of 
Shakespeare.

“You might say I was ready 
then, after nine years learning 
the business,” he said. “Not that 
you ever stop learning, but that 
was a good solid course in the 
fundamentals.

In his 17 years on the stage— 
He’s now 35—Tom has been on 
Broadway and all over the coun- 


try. 

“I like the hours,” he laughed. 
*I hate to go to bed, and hate to 
get up. When the show’s over, @ 
bunch of us go out some place, or 
gather in someone’s room till four 
or five in the morning. Get up 
about noon or so and eat break- 
fast. Eating is hit or miss. It 
doesn’t do to have a good meal 
before a show, because you feel 
too contented to give a decent part 
all that’s in it, so you eat later.

“Sitting around, especially after 
an opening night, you can roast the 
critics to heart’s content.

because of a lack of stick-to-it-ive- 
ness. 


“As a second point I told them 
to be careful about selecting the 
people with whom you intend to 
work. For my choirs I interview 
every individual “personally so I 
can size each’ one up, not only 
vocally and musically but from the 
standpoint of character, dependa- 
bility, desirability. Training is less 
essential, but talent, God-given 
talent, a soul full of music, is essen- 
tial. 


“Also I stress rigid discipline and 
adequate practice. Under disci- 
pline comes attendance, promptness, 
attention, devotion. I give assign- 
ments from one week to the next, 
which few choral directors do, and 
I would like to exercise the same 
discipline that baseball and football 
coaches exercise. After all, the body 
is the instrument of the singer as 
well as the baseball player and 
should be kept in condition. 

“Then practice. Most of us don’t 
practice enough, we don’t work 
hard enough. All my rehearsals are 
carefully planned and I usually 
have a ceftain effect I want to get. 
I explain it to my group and work 
15 minutes or a half hour, and then 
I am ready to despair because 
they don’t begin to get what I 
waht. After rehearsal I say to my- 
self, ‘Well, what do you say? You 
gay you should stick to something, 
don’t, you?’ So the next rehearsal 
we go back to the same thing— 
and I notice some improvement. 


, Then when we've worked it over 


for five rehearsals, eventually I get 
exactly the effect I wanted.”

ITH all these regulations you 

would expect Heyne to be a 

stern taskmaster, but he de- 
nies that he is. 

“Of course,” he grinned, “I have 
been called a slave driver, but I 
don’t think of myself that way. 
I do become—well—disturbed at 
times, but I don’t belong to the 
class of temperamental musicians. 
At times it’s necessary to let a 
group know one is thoroughly dis- 
appointed and disgusted at their 
lack of determination. That’s when 
I become—disturbed.” 

Heyne’s favorite subject above all 
others is Bach, whose “Mass in B 
Minor” the Bach choir is now re- 
hearsing for a performance May 10. 

“T’ve always been a Bach en- 
thusiast,” he said, “and I feel Bach 
has a great message for the world, 
particularly at the present time, be- 
cause his message is a spiritual 
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one. No greater music has ever 
been written, and few people realize 
how prodigious Bach was, both in 
content as well as bulk. He was 
100—no, 150—years ahead of his 
time.” 


Heyne is married and has two 
children, Who do not show any 
marks of genius, he admitted, but 
are average in musical intelligence, 

“They play piano and violin and 
sing. And they like Bach, too,” he 
smiled, 


Music is Heyne’s chief hobby in 
winter, but in summer he likes 
baseball and tennis. He doesn't ob- 
ject to popular music if it isn’t too 
loud, but confessed he’d never 
heard of boogie-woogie, 


At present his hardest work is go- 
ing into the Bach chorus, which is 
actually an enlarged A Capella 
choir; even though their concert is 
a month and a half away, he wants 
to guard against any of the horri- 
ble happenings that sometimes 
haunt him in his sleep. 


“T always get scared at a per- 
formance, and sometimes I start 
sweating blood when things don’t 
go just right,” he said. “In the 
A Capella choir, we have to estab- 
lish our key for each number in a 
very subtle manner and that’s al- 
ways rather hazardous, The worst 
thing that ever happened to me, I 
think, was the time the A Capella 
choir was singing at the Seminary 
and started one number in a lower 
key and had to continue it that 
way. It lasted about 10 or 12 min- 
utes and sounded so dull in tone, 
we were in agony, and I was a rag 


_ when it was over, but the audience, 


even the most musical of them, 
didn’t notice at all. That can hap- 
pen any time, one person can do 
the damage. When you're direct- 
ing, you just have to hope—and 
pray.” 


treatment of diabetes, the two ma- 
jor forms of treatment consist of 
a regulation of the diet and the use 
of an injection of an extract of the 
pancreas called “insulin” or “pro- 
tamine zinc insulin.” However, al- 
though these two methods control 
the diabetes, there are many other 
points about treatment of the dia- 
betic patient that the physician has 
to watck, 

Most diabetic patients are elderly. 
Their diabetes is primarily due to 
changes in the arteries in the pan- 
creas and those arterial changes 
occur everywhere in the body. The 
combination of diabetes and hard- 
ening of the blood vessels has a 
tendency to accentuate the dangers 
of hardened arteries and many of 
the accidents and complications of 
hardening of the arteries are more 
likely to occur in diabetes and are 
accentuated by its presence. 

Among these is a tendency to 
gangrene and ulceration of the foot, 
especially of the skin of the toes, 
Another form of this is diabetic ul- 
cer of the skin of the toes or foot 
due to the closing of the blood ves- 
sel and cutting off of the nutritional 
supply of the skin. 

For all these reasons, the care 
of the diabetic’s feet, especially in 
middle-aged or elderly patients, 
must be given great attention. The 
use of circular garters is especially 
bad in these patients, They also 
should pay attention to the possibil- 
ity of cutting off the blood supply 
when they sit in a chair so that the 
edge of the chair constricts the 

blood vessels of the leg. Dia- 
betics should nearly always use a 
footstool so that circulation will be 
unimpeded. They also must take 
special care not to get the feet 
chilled or wet, andcold, wet weath- 
er or snowy weather is almost an 
indication for them to stay in the 
house. Chilblains are especially 
likely to occur and may be quite 
serious, 


xk *® *& 

EVERY DIABETIC should have 
some regular attention to the con- 
dition of the feet. Chiropodists 
who work on diabetics should be 
warned of the nature of the con- 


dition they are treating because an 
infected corn or ingrown toenail 
may lead to very serious complica- 
tions. Where possible, it is a good 
thing for the diabetic to have a 
foot massage weekly or bi-weekly. 


Diabetics frequently ask whether 
they should take exercise. Exercise 
is good for them and they should 
be encouraged to take as much as 
possible, This is especially true of 
children in whom diabetes is likely 
to be severe. 


The care of the skin all over is 
a matter of great concern. The 
eyes also should be watched and 
every diabetic should have his own 
oculist who knows his condition 
and who will make regular exam- 
‘jnations in order to detect early 
such possible complications as 
cataract and retinitis. 

Another serious complication of 
diabetes in elderly people is an- 
gina pectoris (pain due to spasm 
of the arteries of the heart) and 


‘for this reason I am sorry to have 


to advise that tobacco should be 
used very wisely and in consider- 
able moderation by the diabetic 
patient.
